OTTAWA, June 17th.—The lengthy 
inquiry into the marketing of wheat 
conducted by a committee of. the 
Commons produced a brief and un- 
spectacular report. It was signed by 
all members of the committee, includ- 
ing: M. J.-. Coldwell, who represented 
on it the C.C.F. group. 

The main recommendation was that 
a Royal Commission should be set 
up to continue the study into the 
external marketing of Canada’s wheat 
and the best means of handling the 
ees as it passes from the farmer’s 

ands. 


Recommend Complete Survey 


The Royal Commission, said the 
committee, should. make a complete 
survey of the production, grading and 
distribution of Canadian grain, includ- 
ing the methods of marketing by— 

(a) the producers themselves 
through co-operative and stabilizing 
effort; ‘ 

(b). the agency of a Government 
Wheat Board and the powers such a 
Board “should. possess; 

(c) the open market or competitive 
‘method; : : 
and, further, to inquire into the 
general effect..of mixing, if any, and 
of selection for protein content by 
millers and exporters. 

The report added that this would 
involve a full examination of the 
conditions: which obtain in world 
markets; what effect, if any, these 
methods have had on European 
purchasers, and, generally, what 
measures should be taken to retain 
and enlarge markets for Canadian 
wheat, and products of wheat, and 
other grains, throughout the world. 
There is a current report that the 

services of Mr. Justice W. F. A. 
Turgeon of Saskatchewan will be 
sought to head the commission. How- 
ever, Mr. Turgeon is still bery busily 
engaged in the textile. inquiry, and 
the report is not credited in some 
quarters.

Supreme Court of 


Canada Upholds 
Debt Legislation 


Natural Products Marketing Act, 
Unemployment Insurance, 
Ruled Ultra Vires 


OTTAWA, June 17th.—Fears 
that the whole machinery of debt 
adjustment which has been func- 
tioning in all nine Provinces for 
the past eighteen months would 
be destroyed, and endless con- 
fusion and hardship caused to 
farmers who have obtained ad- 
justments, with great disorgani- 
zation of business, were allayed | 
today when the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruled the Farmers’ 
Creditors Arrangement Act to be 
constitutional. 

* The Natural Products Marketing 
Act and the Unemployment Insurance 
Act were declared unconstitutional, 
as was the Unemployment Insurance 
Act, while on three of the statutes the 
judges split 3-3. These acts related

During the eighteen months which 
have passed since the Farmers’ Cre- 
ditors Arrangement Act came _ into 
operation, 19,091 farmers have sub- 
mitted proposals in all nine Provinces. 

In all 18,840 creditors’ meetings 
had been held up to March 81st 
and of thefii 11,011 had been settled: 
and the average reduction effected 
in farmers’ indebtedness in these 
cases is $1,886, with an annual aver- 
age saving to the farmers concerned 
of $151. Only. 410 bankruptcy cases 
have developed as a result of the - 
large number of proposals submitted. 


Increase in Voluntary Adjustments 


In addition to cases dealt with under 
the act, there is a noticeable etting 
together throughout Canada of debtors 
and their creditors outside the pur- 


view of the act,- with a view to friendly 


adjustments by voluntary arrange- 


_ ment.

I suppose when the idea of Insur- 
ance was first proposed, the same 
inherent dislike had to be overcome, 
of making some provision in the 
event of death, and yet Insurance 
today is generally accepted as good

Importance of Insurance 


Just here let me say that I° do 
wish every farmer could carry a little 
Insurance. I know only too. well 
what every dollar means gen but 
I have seen so many cases where a 
small policy of Insurance would have 
been such a help and comfort in 
carrying on an estate not to speak 


‘of what an Endowment Policy or 
Government Annuity would mean. 
_in the latter ~ of many lives.

And if you ve a policy don’t 
let any creditor persuade you to 
assign it under any circumstances. 
Nothing makes me more annoyed 
than when I find that what insurance 
there is has been assigned to some 
creditor. Don’t do it, under any 
circumstances. They can’t make you.

For example, take 
the. very usual_case of where .a wife 
and.one or more small children are 
left. If there is no will the law 
says the wife gets ore half f there is 
one child or one-third if there is more 
than one. The official guardian steps 
in to protect the interest of the 
infant children. The wife has to 
maintain and educate them and may 
be put to the trouble and expense of 
frequent application to the official 
guardian before she can deal with 


the property—particularly in small © 


estates. , 

How much simpler it would be if 
she had been appointed executrix 
and all the property left to her! Is 
anyone more likely to do everything 
possible for the childrén than the 
mother? Again, there are cases where 
older children have been helped. An 
older son has been given a piece of 
land. In that case the only way to 
deal equitably with your property 


is by a will. H 
TH IRDLY. The embarrassing prob- 


lem of obtaining bondsmen is avoided. 


—In these days this is sometimes a 
real problem. Every lawyer knows 
of cases where a wife or sons of a 
deceased person have been faced with 
a real difficulty in finding the necessary 
two persons who will go on a bond for 
double.:the value of the estate. to 
insure the proper administration as 
the Rules of Court. It 


have the amount of the bond cut 
down or even eliminated, but this 


means an application to the -Court ‘ 


or extra expense. No bond is required 
where a will is made. 
FINALLY. If there is no will, 
no one has any authority to deal 
with the property tntil an admini- 
strator has been appointed. An exec- 
utor under a will has certain authority 
immediately after death. This is often 
a matter of considerable importance 
in carrying on farming operations. 
It will be seen, therefore, as a 
matter of every day business import- 
ance a will is a great advantage. 


| The simplest form of will is one nam- 
“ing the wife as executrix and leaving 


all the property to her. ‘Such a will 
is very\ inexpensive and the great 
majority’ of wills are made in this 
way. It is the fair way of recognizing 
the one who has helped to build up 
the . estate. 


Value of Prompt Action 


May ‘I ‘add in conclusion a word 


to those who have to meet the situa- 
tion of dealing with property left 
by a. deceased relative. Do not delay 
the application for Probate or Admini- 
stration, whichever is necessary. A 
case has recently come to my atten- 
tion where a wife carried on an estate 
for fifteen years without applying 
for administration; the children have 
rewn up and are very much dissatis- 
ied with what has been dene and an

Southern Alberta Dairy Pool 
Annual Meeting Takes Action 
on Impqrtant Issues 


DIRECTORS RE-ELECTED | 


Marked Upward Trend in Pool 
Business Reported During 
Recent Months 


Marked upward trend in the _busi- 
ness of the Southern Alberta Dairy 
Pool during the last few months 
was reported at the annual meeting 
of the Pool-held in the Labor Temple, 
Calgary, on-. Thursday, July 11th. 

An excellent spirit eatin cr 
meeting, all delegates showing deter- 
mination to take part in a vigorous 
drive for expansion and _ entering 
into the discussions keenly, with all 
caution being taken in arriving at 
decisions for the future advancement 
of the organization. William Burns 
of Three Hills, President of the Pool, 
was elected to the chair and presided 
over the day’s proceedings. Approxi- 
mately 55 members were present. 

It was decided that in future the 
signing of a contract will not be 
necessary as a basis for becoming a 
member of the Pool, the resolution 
dealing “with this matter oe 
“in the event of a bonus being. pai 
on .any year’s operation, that the 
sum of One Dollar be deducted from 
the bonus and applied as membershi 
fee, in any instance where bonus 
exceeds this amount.” 

It was resolved to make application 
to the Provincial Government to 
establish equalization of trucking rates, 
in view of unfair competition now 
existing. - 


Reciprocal Plan with U.S. 


_.__._..The meeting endorsed unanimous-. 
ly two important resolutions of the 


Manitoba Co-operative Conference. 
The first asked the Dominion Govern- 
ment through the Minister of Agri- 
culture to give serious’ consideration 
to the advisability of arranging with 
the Government of the United States 
“for a reciprocal reduction in the 
duty of both countries on creamer 
butter to five cents per pound, wit 
provision, if necessary, for limitin 
the amount of Canadian butter whieh 
may be exported in any year to the 
United States under this arrangement, 
or as, an alternative provision that 
Canadian butter may be exported to 


the United States under this arrange-. 


ment only when the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture certifies. that holdings 
of creamery butter indicate the need 
of imports to meet the United States 
consumption requirements.” 

The other resolution requested the 
Dominion Government ‘to amend 
the Animal Contagious Diseases Act 
so as to-provide a more equitable 
basis of compensation for good dairy 
cows.”’

Reviewing the activities of the 
Pool, including changes that have 
been madg for the betterment of the 
business in general,. President Burns 
expressed cordial thanks’ to the man- 
agement and to the auditor, William 
‘Robertson, C.A., for-their splendid 
co-operation during the past year.

After_Long Illness 


Former Director of U.F.A. Passes 
Away in Edmonton Hospital 


We record with very deep regret 
the death of Walter Skinner, of River- 
ton, in anEdmonton hospital last Satur- 
day, following a long illness. He was 
61 years of age, and had homesteaded 


‘in the Riverton district thirty years 


ago. Mr. Skinner was a_ staunch 
worker in’ the U.F.A. movement for 
many years, and was a member of 
the Central Board. from 1932 to 
1935 inclusive. 


Mr. Skinner was born in Sussex, 
England, homesteaded in. Riverton 
district in 1906, and was for many 
years councillor for Streamstown muni- 
cipality. He leaves four brothers, one 
G. T. Skinner of Riverton, prominent 
in the U.F.A. movement; the others 
living in England or other parts of 
Canada; and three sisters, one of 
whom, Mrs. A. E. Lloyd lives in 
Alberta, at Greenlawn. 


| A Notable Celebration 


Newcastle-upon-Tyne, England, was 
the centre of interest among co- 
operators in Great Britain on June Ist. 
On-that-—date the 68th annual__con- 
gress of the Co-operative Movement 
met, holding their sessions in the 
City Hall for three days. : 


The fascinating story of the devel- 
opment of the co-operative movement 


since the twenty-eight weavers of the 


cotton town of Rochdale met in 1844 
and opened their co-operative store 
was again taken into review. - It was 
vealed for any discerning 
mind that the co-operative movement 
is one of the outstanding phenomena 
of world development in the past 
five or six years which we call “the 
depression.”’ While other businesses 
have languished and gone into bank- 
ruptcy by the thousands, the co- 
operative organizations of Great. Brit- 
ain have moved ahead with an ever 
increasing steady stride toward the 


_ co-operative commonwealth of which 


its founders dreamed.

The City of Newcastle itself pro- 
vides illustrations of the power of 


- this consumer co-operative movement 


which are, in themselves, worthy of 
the world’s attention. The buildings 
owned by the Co-operative Society 
of Newcastle, retail and wholesale, 
virtually dominate the city, occupying 
nearly the whole of three complete 
streets of warehouses, a massive cen- 
tral emporium with twin towers and 
forty-four branches of the Society 
serve every suburb from.the wealthiest 
to the poorest in the city. 


In the year 1860, sixteen’ years after 
the twenty-eight weavers in Rochdale 
had taken their action, eleven persons 
met in the city of: Newcastle and 
contributed sixpence each toward a 
fund. with which to start the co-op- 
erative movement in that city. They 
began business on February~ 18th, 
1861. Their first week’s turnover was 
a little less than 23 pounds, approxi- 
mately $110.00, their stock being 
groceries only, the members of the 
group taking turns behind the counter 
in the evenings when the shop was 
open. 

The Jast half year ending March 
7th, 1936, saw the membership of the 
society increased to 65,000 and their 
half-yearly business 1,153,167 pounds, 
In the last fiscal year this society

ts employees number 1,860; it has 
144 shops including several travelling 


butcher ‘shops; its share capital is 


2,243,842 pounds; 427,000 pounds has 
been loaned to members/of the society 
to build their own howses.

In our last issue, Dr. Kelloway, 
pastor of Knox Church, Calgary 
described the composition, p urpose an 
spirit of the Congress of representa- 
tives of 343,000 young Canadians 


recently held in Ottawa. . Below he 
deals with the conclusions reached 
by the Congress: 


Now the judgments and conclusions 
arrived at by the ‘Congress. I wish 
I could present them to you in con- 
siderable detail, but in the space 
available that is impossible. 


Let me give you, however, some of 
the contents of the Declaration of 
Rights .of Canadian Youth which 
-passed the Congress unanimously. 

his Declaration of Rights will, I 
believe, be regarded by the genera- 
tions to come .as_an- historical “docu- 
ment. It is the Magna Charta of 
Canadian Youth. I can give it only 
in greatly condensed form. . Here is 
‘part of it. And if you wouldelike the 
whole of it write to me and enclose 
a three-cent stamp. 


. "We want work. We want employ- 
ment at socially useful occupations 
and projects. We want to _ build 
schools, hospitals, recreation and com-. 
munity centres. We want to bring 
modern inventions and conveniences 
for living to the poor and isolated, on 
farms and in towns and cities. 


‘‘We want security. We want such 
a distribution of wealth and oppor- 
tunity as will satisfy the needs of the 
whole people. 


‘‘We want recreation. We know 
the value of games and sports in the 
maintenance of health and body 
alertness of mind, and discipline an 
co-operation in social relations. We 
want public facilities and trained 
leaders and workers, as are now pro- 
vided for more formal education, 
for wholesome recreation for all the 
people, rural and urban. 

‘‘We want knowledge. 
know about ourselves. 


We want to 
We want to 


know how to keep well—how to con-> 


trol and direct our emotions so that 
we may be more efficient for our tasks. 
We want to know what are the most 
effective forms or organization’ by 
which society can achieve its ends. 
We want such education to be equally 
available to all at any age without 
regard to individual financial resources 
—the only criterion being the ability 
to benefit by it. 

‘We want training. We want to be 
prepared for the practical demand of 
the onaipations and trades by which 
we may be enabled to make'a living. 

‘‘We want peace. We want our 
country continually, and with all its 
resources, to struggle\to promote collec- 
tive security and peace among all the 
nations and peoples. This will be the 
best guarantee of our own peace. .We 
want our government to establish 
responsibility to the 
of foreign policy, and demand that on 
these matters the people shall be asked 
to decide by vote. We also declare 
intolerable any and all acts, bills and 
laws which would or do provoke the 
breach of the staté of peace either with- 
in or without our borders.

They 
offer unrivalled opportunity for study 
of progress in barnyard and _ field 
from year to year. Unseeing indeed, 
is the farmer or farm youth who 


‘attends an exhibition similar-to Cal- 


gary’s without profiting in a practical 
way. 

Development of farm machinery 
is always fully demonstrated at the 
Calgary, Exhibition.

There was. organised in the East 
last fall what is known as the Cana- 
dian Commodity Exchange. JHead- 
quarters are at Montreal. The Ex- 
change makes it. possible for members 
to sell and buy ~cheese, butter and 
other produce for immediate delivery, 
“to arrive’ or ‘‘as futures.” 

‘It is stated. that sales of butter 
are now being made through the 
Exchange for delivery next September, 
although the butter is not in existence. 
This practice, and other functions 
of the new Exchange are being chal- 
lenged by various producers’ organi- 
sations in Eastern Canada. 

Speculation based on the _ distri- 
bution. and sale of the products of 
the farm have caused. enough damage 
to our national life. The evil effects 
of such operations have been fully 
shown over a period of years. They 
have one of two results, always, the 
‘beating down of the prices paid to 
the producer, or the widening of the 
spread between the prices paid the 
producer and those charged the con- 
sumer. The latter inevitably leads 
to the narrowing of markets and the 
creating of surpluses. 

Producers’ organisations cannot con- 
démn too loudly the establishment 
of such bodies as the Canadian Com- 
modity Exchange. They add to the 
distress of an industry already over- 
harassed.

After fifty days of living on two 
meals a day of rice soup, this large 
.family living in a. small house was 
discovered by a Christian nurse in 
the neighborhood.

The Japanese don’t like 
the mushy way we cook our rice. 
They put in enough water toa dro 
80 that when the-rice is done it puffs 
up like a mountain on top, and every 
grain is separate’ from every other 
grain, nice and chewy. They had 
“plenty of rice cooked like this, and 
fish and vegetables. As part of the 
blessing Kagawa said, “Give us this 
day our daily bread,” and he said 
those words meant so much more to 
him than they ever had before that 
he felt he was saying them for the 
first time in his life.

He came to the end of this first four 
years and eight months saying, ‘‘One 
individual working for individuals 
cannot change society.’”’ He was out 
to abolish poverty, and he saw he 
couldn’t do it that way. For every 
man he could rehabilitate and get 
out of the slums, a dozen more would 
drift down in—bankrupt farmers driven 
off the farms, and broken down 
laborers driven out of the factories 
and away from other jobs. It was 
a steady, sluggish stream. ‘‘You have 
to stop it higher up,” said Kagawa.

Therefore it is not to be 
wondered at that farm women closely 
scrutinize the curriculum, to figure 
out, “Is: is worth: it?’ 


Should Be More Practical 


Alberta is to be congratulated 
that with such almost insurmount- 
able physical difficulties, it turns out 
such useful citizens. But, like most 
re in this world, Rural Education 
could and should be bettered, and 
made of more practical use. We 
find that much knowledge is acquired 
“parrot fashion,’ and that students 
find themselves incapable of applying 
it to their every day needs. 

This “New Curriculum’”’ for instance, 
should cause the rural population 
mightily to think. Having read it 
carefully, I can only devoutly hope 
that it will never even be tried in the 
rural schools. It is on a par with 
the ‘‘Russell School,” a fashionable 
craze in England started in pre-war 
days, and now of little importance in 
the educational world. ussia has 
tried this ‘‘self-help’’ (learn by doing) 


- method for -fifteen. years, and finding 


it wanting, has abandoned it. 

“‘Collectivism’”’ (in some forms) may 
be necessary at this juncture’ in 
Alberta’s history, but it would appear 
there is little to be gained by these 
“NE W?’'(?) theories. Surely, it 
would be better to teach a little 
more grammar in the earlier grades; 
this seems ‘more practical than 
starting in the higher grades when 
children, have already formed their 
slipshod methods of speech. Would 
not a better and more comprehensive 
knowledge of world: history for the 
last hundred years, be of more use to 
the budding citizen than a smatter- 
ing, (incompletely digested) of history 
from the Stone Age forward. This 
knowledge could be better assimilated 
at a later period by the encourage- 
ment (if thought. desirable) of better 
and more extensive reading.

The winter wheat crop in the States 
is better than previously ‘anticipated, 
the government estimate being 472,- 
000,000 bushels, or about forty millions 
greater than last year. Even with 
a small spring wheat crop the United 
States is likely to produce a surplus 
this year. 

In Canada the crop. conditions 
appear to be good. There has been 
no drastic damage in the -west to 
date although subnormal moisture 
has been experienced in certain areas. 
At the present time the prospect is 
for a larger yield of wheat than 
experienced in many years, possibly 
since 1932. Rains will be needed in 
many areas during the latter part 
of June and early part of July, how- 
ever. 


Alberta has good trop prospects. 
eavy 
rains and the greater part of the cen- 
tral and northern -wheat belt has 
ample moisture. The south and east 
sections have’ no great reserve of 
moisture and will need frequent rains 


to carry—the early prospects of a big 
-crop along:

Prospects are now for a carryover 
of about 125,000,000 bushels, which 
can be considered satisfactory in view 
of the circumstances. Exports have 
been steady but not abnormally large. 
The demand during thé crop year has 
been discouraging but there is a 
chance that conditions will improve 
next year, provided Europe’s crop is 
below normal. 

The progress of the crop in Western 
Canada will be an important factor 
in influencing prices right up until 
harvest time. ot winds, with per- 
sistent drouth, can do a lot of damage. 
Rust damage will not likely happen 
this year and grasshopper and hail 
damage will be sporadic. Early frosts, 
of course, would be disastrous.

Better Designed Motors Take Ad- 
vantage of High Compression 
| Anti-Knock Fuels

Expected New Tractors Will Be 
on View at Calgary and Other 
1936 Exhibitions 


A new kind of tractor has made 
its appearance and is being received 
by the farmer as a distinct step 
forward. Tractors of the new type 
are powered with high-compression 
engines; the reason for the high 
compression. is the same as_ that 
which prompted the builder of auto- 
mobile engines to raise the compres- 
sion fer the last several years, namely 
rah ag desire for more power from less 
uel, 

It has been stated that it may be 
possible to reduce the power cost per 
acre by as much at 50 per cent. 
This saving will result from the use 
of better -designed motors that will 
take advantage of the high com- 
pression, anti-knock fuels now on 
the market. 


; Anti-Knock Value 

The limiting factor to the amount 
of compression which can be applied 
to an air: and fuel mixture in an 
engine before combustion takes place 
is the anti-knock value of the.-fuel. 
A fuel low in anti-knock value when 
compressed to a given point will 
break down and -burn by self ignition 
before the spark.. plug ignites the 
charge. When this occurs there is 
an uneven application of pressure in 
the cylinders resulting in a loss of 
power: This phenomenon of com- 

ustion is usually accompanied by 
a Knock or ping. 

The limit ‘of the power output of 


. an engine is directly related to the 


anti-knock value of the fuel and the 


’ anti-knock value of a fuel is meas- 


ured in terms of octane number; 


the better the fuel the -higher the 


octane number of the fuel and the 
more it can be compressed before 
ignition takes place. 
Increased Life of Motor Oil 

The new tractors which will make 
their appearance in the very near 
future will be designed to operate on 
fuels of not less than 70 octane, but 
because of the increased power ob- 


' - tained the cost per acre will be les- 


sened. In addition to the increased 


- power obtained there will be an 


advantage in increasing the life of 
the motor oil due to the absence of 
crank-case dilution. With the new 
tractors using the better grades of 
fuel; it will now be possible for the 
farmer to buy the one grade of fuel 
for all his requirements, using the 
same gasoline in his car, truck and 
tractor. 

It is expected that some of these 
tractors will be shown at ‘the 1936 
Exhibitions including the Calgar 
Stampede, and their appearance will 
arouse a great deal of. interest, giving 
the farmer an opportunity to appre- 
ciate the full advantages of these 
new types.

customs officials of the Canadian 


Government: have used a discount- 


dump duty since 1913 to prevent the 
International Harvester Company in 
the United States from offering imple- 
ments to its Canadian dealers at the 
same rate as to dealers in the United 
States. The latter get a discount of 
25 per cent off their list prices; the 
Canadian importer was permitted only 
13.8 per cent until May, 1935, and 
since then have been allowed 20 
per cent.
